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Overview 

This bill modifies the circumstances under which the commissioner of human 

services may issue correction orders or conditional licenses to licensed child care 

centers and licensed family child care providers and expands the definition of 

“education” for purposes of determining an individual’s qualifications for 

employment in a licensed child care center. The bill also directs the commissioner 

to develop and implement a standardized time line and standards of licensor 

conduct for inspections of licensed child care centers and licensed family child 

care providers and appropriates $50,000 in onetime money for the purpose. 

Summary 

Section Description 

 Contents of correction orders and conditional licenses. 

Amends § 245A.06, subdivision 1. Paragraph (a) clarifies that a correction order or 
conditional license must state the specific, factual conditions observed by a licensor 
that are in violation of a rule or law. 

Paragraph (c) changes the circumstances under which the commissioner may issue a 
correction order or an order of conditional license to an applicant or license holder 
for a child care center or family child care. Directs the commissioner of human 
services to first provide technical assistance to an applicant or license holder that is 
not in compliance with a rule or law, provided the non-compliance does not 
endanger the health, safety, or rights of children in the program. If a subsequent 
inspection reveals that the applicant or license holder has not corrected the violation 
or has violated the same rule or law again, then the commissioner may issue a 
correction order or an order of conditional license. 

The section is effective the day following final enactment. 
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Section Description 

 Direction to commissioner; standardized licensing visit time lines and 
requirements. 

Directs the commissioner of human services to work with stakeholders to develop 
and implement a standardized time line and standards of licensor conduct for 
inspections of licensed child care centers and licensed family child care providers. 
Requires that the time line and standards are implemented by January 1, 2024. 

 Direction to commissioner; amending the definition of education. 

Directs the commissioner of human services to expand the definition of “education” 
in rules governing licensed child care centers to include any accredited work from an 
accredited postsecondary institution that can be reasonably shown to be relevant to 
the skillset needed to meet the qualifications of a teacher. 

 Direction to commissioner; background study liaison. 

Directs the commissioner of human services to assign a designated and permanent 
child care background study liaison within the department by August 1, 2023. 

 Appropriation; standardized licensing visit time lines. 

Appropriates $50,000 in fiscal year 2024 to the commissioner of human services to 
develop and implement a standardized time line and standards of licensor conduct 
for inspections of licensed child care centers and licensed family child care providers. 
This is a onetime appropriation. 
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
